This is the great day in the history of 


revival work in the Methodist churches 
in Decatnr, and it is a day which will 
never be forgotten by all of the many 
hundreds of people who have packed the 
largest church in the city at the different 
services to-day. The occasion of the 
great outpouring of the people—many o£ 
whom have como here fioin a great dis- 
tance—is tho all-day jubilee over the con- 
version of 2,000 sonlB, under the direction 
of Rev. Thos. Harrison, the "boy preach- 
er" evangelist, who commenced his truly 
remarkable labors here on the evening of 
November 30th, oE last year, and has con- 
tinued his successful work through the 
cold find storms of the past winter, there 
being no signs of decreasing interest or 
lessening of the attendance. At each of the 
three services held every day (Saturdays 
excepted) during the five months, the at- 
tendance of converts and serious ones hni 
been such as to fill the large congrega- 
tion rooms of the First M. E. Church, the 
largest house of worship in the city, 
Kev. Harrison came to Decatur a com- 
parative stranger, bj.it by his earnestness 
and 
fnitli, and skillful management 


coupled with the assistance of Rev. Dim 
mitt, Rev, Musgrove, Rev. Prestley, anc 
other ministers, and the members of theii 
Hocks, at once the revival awakened 
widespread interest, and the result was 
after three days had passed that on an 
average there were from 30 to JO seekers 
at the penitential altar and 15 to 20 con 
versions nightly, not counting those tha 
professed conversion at their homes am 
in tho country districts. It is known tha 
there have been over 2,000 conversions ai 
a result of the meetings, and of this large 
number Fully 1,000 have united with th 
various churches on probation. Such a 
grand achievment in the religious expe 
rience of our people is worthy of mon 
than a brief mention. 


THE PBNTIOOSTAL MEETING. 


The first meeting of the day was th 


penticostal or experience service held a 
half past five o'clock this morning, when 
there were present several hundred peo 
pie, many of them strangers. This ser 
vice was conducted by Rev. Harrison in 
person, who directed the exercises ant 
led the siaging. During the service 35 
pro'essing Christians in the congregation 
arose and gave their testimony as to thei 
personal experience. In the short tim 
allotted for the general speaking as man 
as six persons were talking in differen 
parts of the congregation at one time. 


THE FOBENOON MEETING. 


The second service of the jubilee day 


was held at 10:30 o'clock, and long before 
the doors were opened hundreds of peo- 
ple stood in front of the church anxious 
to enter and secure seats in the main au- 
dience room. In a short time the church 
was filled, and the vast congregation was 


I distributed throughout the audience, and 
j as the chorus of a thousand voices ascend- 


ed the effect was soul-stirring, and many 


•ept tears of joy. 
The sermon was delivered by Rev. Dr. 


',. M. Hatfleld, pastor of the First M. E, 
anrch of Chicago. He is a fine-looking, 
ignified gentleman. He selected for his 
iext the words found in the 22d verse of 
IB third chapter of First Corinthians, as 
ollows: 


" Whether Paul, or Apollos, or Cephas, 
r the world, or life, or death, or things 
iresent, or things to come; all are yours." 
The distinguished clergyman's address 


which was clothed in beautiful and forci- 
tle language, was directed mainly to the 
•oung converts. He spoke of the Chris- 
ian life aa one of joy and gladness, and 
emarked that there are few things which 
end to retard the growth of young Chris- 
ians as an over-critical spirit. The ser- 
mon was listened to with marked atten- 
ion, 
and it certainly cannot fail to 


trengthen the young converts in the way 
hey have started. To give even asynop- 
is of the sermon would give but a faint 
dea of the speaker's power and eloquence. 
)r. Hatfield is one of those preachers 
who must be heard to be properly ap- 
preciated. 


While the congregation joined ill sing- 


ng-"Trusting Jesus, That Is All," a col- 
ection was taken, and it was noticed that 
the people responded liberally. 


The benediction was pronounced by 


Dr. Danes. 


The church is filled again this after- 


noon and Dr. Joyce, of Cincinnati, is de- 
ivering the jubilee sermon as we go to 
press. 


The usual services will be held to-night, 


and every afternoon and evening until 
Friday next, when Rev. Harrison will go 
:o Vandalia to hold services on Saturday 
and Sunday.

THE JUBILEE SEK5ION. 


The afternoon meeting of the jubilee 


service added largely to the increasing 
interest as the remarkable services con- 
tinued; the congregation was still larger, 
many more having arrived from surround- 
ing towns. After the opening hymn, Rev. 
E. D. Wilkin, of Danville, led in prayer. 
Dr. Joyce, of Cincinnati, then delivered 
an address of great power. He is a pleas- 
ing speaker, forcible and effective. 
He 


took a jubilee text, as he remarked, from 
First John, 5th chapter aud 4th verse. 
After a short comment on it, in which he 
said that whatever God clid it was like 
himself; that God had suspended salva- 
tion upon a simple condition, Mental 
action is the easiest action possible, as 
the action of the eye is the easiest of the 
body; so to believe is easy, and every one 
who has accepted Christ knows that to 
be so, Faith is the touch which brings 
salvation. He illustrated this subject by 
the touch of the child which struck the 
spark that blew the bed of East river up 
to deepen the channel. He followed these 
remarks by several very apt illustrations 
and pleasant recollections of the revival 
of Cincinnati, and expressed his love for 
Rev. Harrison, having been with him in 
Baltimore and Cincinnati in his present 
pastorate. He stated that the revival 
there was abiding; that 90 per cent, of 
the converts were regular attendants on 
the means of grace. 
Concerning the 


jubilee he said that the one at Cincinnati 
was a grand one, but this exceeded it, 
and it excelled all he had seen. The 
Doctor closed his remarks by urging the 
converts to faithfulness. He thought it 
certainly was easier to stand firm in De- 
catur than Cincinnati, where they had to 
fight the world, the flesb, the devil and 
whisky, and had no Sabbaths. He spoke 
of the love of the pastors for the young 
converts, and their love to those who had 
led them to Jesus. Short talks were add- 
ed by the pastors, Revs. Dimmitt and 
Musgrove, and Dr. Fry, of St. Louis. 
After a song the meeting was dismissed 
with the benediction. 


THE NIGHT MEETING. 


The evening services were of unusual 


interest. There was a crowded basement 
at the young people's meeting, and the 
audience room was never so densely 
packed, hundreds going away unable to 
enter. The services were opened by sing- 
ing hymns 78 and 75, and Rev. J, S. Lit- 
tle led in prayer. The jubilee song was 
sung while the collection was being taken 
up. Rev. Harrison made a few remarks 
of great power. He said he had been 
peaceful without great excitement all 
day, but now he -felt like shouting; and 
he'gavc full vent to his feelings in an ex- 
tacy of joyful expressions, and a gnst of 
power came down on the vast audience. 
The 26th hymn was sung, and the invita- 
tion extended, when the altar was crowd- 
ed with seekers. Drs. Fry and Joyce 
with several other ministers labored at 
the altar. Quite a number were convert- 
ed and the jubilee meeting of unparal- 
lelled interest closed with the benediction 
by Dr. Joyce. 
This great jubilee certainly forms a 


new epoch in the history of the churches 
of this city. Thousands all around for 
hundreds of miles, as.well as thousands 
of the citizens of Decatur, have felt the 
power ol! this grand revival, which has 
culminated in 2,000 saved. It is without 
parallel, and we trust that its results may 
never die.

New Postal Regulations. 


A postal bill passed both houses 


of congress in the closing hours 
modifying the postal money order 
system so as to authorize postmasters 
of money order offices under author- 
ity of the postmaster general to issue 
postal notes in denominations of 15 
and under. 
This is an important 


bill, and will greatly facilitate the 
transmission of small sums through 
the mails 
It authorizes the issue of 


money orders without corresponding 
advices of So and less, to be on en- 
graved paper, and known as postal 
notes, payable to bearer, such to be 
invalid after three months, but the 
holder can after that time, get the 
par value of the note by applying to 
the postoifi.ee department at Wash- 
ington. For issuing a postal note a 
fee of three cents shall be charged. 
This bill authorizes the issue of 
money orders in denominations of 
$100 or less, but not for more than 
$100 can be issued. 
The following 


fees are to be charged for money or- 
ders: For orders not exceeding $10 
eight cents; from §10 to $15, 10 
cents; $15 to $30, '15 cents: §30 to 
§40, 20 cents; $40 to $50, 25 cents; 
§50 to §60, 30 conts; §00 to $70, 35 
cents; $70 to §80, 40 ceuta; $80 to 
$100, 45 cents.

itentiary for Forgery.' ' 


Prom Thursday's Daily. 


The trial of Hamlet Shakespeare Fel- 
in, better known in Decatur as John R. 
)uffin, came to an end at Belleville yee- 
erday, and the jury gave him 12 years 
in the penitentiary on the charge of for- 


ery. The following particulars of the 
.osing features of the trial are from the 
'lobe-Democrat of to-day: 
The trial of H. S. Felton, for forgery, 
•as given to the jury at Belleville about 
o'clock yesterday afternoon, The inter- 
sting part of the proceedings came when 
le defendant took the witness stand and 
xplained how the signatures to the note 
ere obtained. He said they were genu- 


ine but procured through fraud and mis- 
epresentation. 
He then proceeded to 


etail how he did it. In the course of 
usinees with the gentlemen whose names 
•ere attached to the note, he frequently 
ad to get their signatures to papers. In 
le case of Mr. Winkler, he represented 
lat a certain mortgage which he held 
gainst Mr. Schmidt, and which had been 
aid, had not been released, and it would 
3e necessary for him to execute a release 
eed. The witness for this purpose had 
rinted at an office in Lebanon release 
eeds of his own, the lower lines of which 


were worded and arranged in language 


malar to that on the bottom part of the 
ote in question. He represented to Mr. 
Vinkler that the release deeds had to be 


duplicate. Mr. Winkler signed one, 


nd then signed what he thought was the 
uplicate, but what was in reality the 
ote. Said the witness, in conclusion: 
That was the last business transaction I 
ad with Mr. Winkler." 
In the case of Jacob Schmidt, Felton 
ecured his signature by representing that 
n attachment bond was necessary in a 
nit that he was conducting for him. In- 
;ead of the legal paper being signed, he 
ubstituted the note and Schmidt affixed 
is signature to it. The note was pasted 
n the bottom part of the bond, which 
ad been shortened so as to accommodate 
. and the line of connection between the 
wo papers was skillfully concealed with 
blotter, 
According to Felton's story Mr. Pad- 
eld's signature was easily obtained. A 
eceipt had to be signed by him and the 
aper was presented to him, but Mr. Pad- 
eld did not happen to have his spectacles 


with him and couldn't examine it. Fel- 
on said he read the receipt to him and 
nen laid it upon the desk to be signed, 
nt while Mr. Padfield was getting ready 
e substituted the note instead, with a 
letter placed over the under half of it. 
dr. Padfield still complained about not 
aving his spectacles with him. Felton 
ontinued: "I then loaned him my 
lasses, and with my finger pointed to the 
ne for his name. Padfield was a poor 
enman, and would have soratche.d hia 
name all over the note if I had not fairly 
old his hand." 
This closed the evidence, and arguments 
f counsel followed, State's Attorney 
lolder opening in behalf of the prpseou- 
ion. His address consisted of a review of 
he evidence from beginning to end. He 
was follwed by Mr, E. L. Thomas for the 


efense in an able speech. The latter was 
n turn succeeded by Capt. R. A, Halbert, 
Iso for the defense. The defendant ad- 
.ressed the jury in hia own behalf, and 
.is speech was, aa anticipated, clear, bril- 
iant, and at times very eloquent. 
Mr. C. P. Kniepel made the closing ar- 


;ument on behalf of the people, when the 
ase was placed in the hands of the jury, 
ho shortly after 6 o'clock returned a 
erdict ot guilty, fixing the penalty at 
welve years in the penitentiary.

sooner put out of the way. The Eu- 
ropean volcano is a very large-sized 
one. 


THE Railway Age will, in this 


week's issue, publish a statement of 
the railway construction for the first 
quarter of the year 1883. 
It shows 


the latter part of the winter as ex- 
tremely unfavorable to road-build- 
ing on account of tho severity of the 
weather—heavy snow-storms, floods 
and the flurry iu the iron trade cans- 
ing a timid holding off. It reports 
to the effect that the construction of 
main track for that time was 776 
miles, agninst 1200 for the same pe- 
riod in 18S2, when the weather was 
very mild and all conditions favora- 
ble. The mileage for the year is es- 
timated at 8,000. Among the lead 
ing amounts by states are the follow- 
ing: New York, 114; Arkansas, 91;

TUe career of Wiggins calls to mind the puu- 


ahment \vhicli Dean Swift aud sorao of his 
'riends iutlicted npoa a woatbei'-yji'OphesyiLig 
mpoator in Queeu Anne's time, kuowu as Part- 
ridge, the almanac maker. Partridge started 
n life as a shoemaker; but he SOOE left that 
for the more profitable and loss lahorious pur- 
suits of quack, prophet, and humbug gener- 
lly. His pretensions imposed ou credulous 
people, aud his almanacs woro bought by the 


u^and-i. To show what sorry quacks Wig- 


gms .and Yennor are, notwithstanding the lapse 
of two centuries, daring which the art of hum- 
bugging has boon developed immensely, they 
have not improved in the least ou Partridge's 
system. He, just as they, loretold storms in 
march and'De'cember, showers in April, hot 
wonther in August, and frosts in November, 
aud made as loud boasts as if a hit was made. 


Swift became disgusted at Partridge's pre- 


:ou-nons, and doLcrmined to put him down. 
Walking around London one day, ho noticed 
over a smith's shop the sign, '-Isaac Bicker- 
Btaff." It struck his fancy, and ho stored it in 
liis memory for future use. In January, 1708, 
Partridge came out with his almanac as usual. 
A few weeks afterward London was astonished 
by tho publication of a small sheet which pur- 
ported to contain tha predictions of Isaac 
Bickeretaff, astrologer. It made- a profound 
sensation, and the sale was Rreat. Instead of 
tl.3 vague and indefinite hints at futurity 
wiiich Partridge's almanacs contained, it fore- 
told foreign and domestic events with the 
greatest particularity, giving even the hour of 
ilie day when deaths of famous men, great 
victories aud defeats should occur But one 
statement created the most talk; for at 11 
o'clock on the 39th of March it waa predicted 
that Partridge, the almanac maker, would die. 
Partridge himself stoutly denied its truth, but 
it was of no uso. 
On the 80th of March 


another pamphlet came out giving a oircurn 
stautial account of his death after a sincere re- 
pentance of his sins and a confession of tho 
worthles'iuess of his almanac. Everybody be- 
lieved he was dead, and Paitridgo was never 
able to convince the public that he was still 
alive. It broke up his business, and in a few 
>cars lie reallv did die, It is a. pity that the 
clean Nu't still on earth to deal with Vennor 
and Wiggins. A good dose of ridicule is prob- 
ably the most effectual weapon which can be 
used against them, and the dean was n master 
of the art
